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Carter Budget 3.9-Mill School Levy

$459 4 billion budget for the 
fiscal year, which begins Oct. 1. 
It would replace the $440 billion 
p ack ag e su b m itted by his 
predecessor a month ago. 
in one of his most controver­ 
sial decisions, C arter proposed 
haltin g 19 w a ter reso u rce 
projects including one in his 
home state of Georgia. C arter 
said 
the projects were 
too 
expensive and environmentally 
unsound 
Although C arter discussed a 
limit of about 9 per cent a year 
for 
increased 
hospital 
fees, 
HEW 
S ecretary 
Joseph 
Califano said the size of the 
ceiling is “ negotiable.” 
The nation's health bill more 
than tripled in the past decade 
and now averages $638 a year 
for every man, woman and 
child. 
“Much of the increase has 
resulted from health cost in­ 
flation,” C arter said. “ Without 
cost restraints, federal spen­ 


ding 
for 
M edicare 
and 
Medicaid alone would climb 75 
per cent between 1978 and 1982 
from $38 billion to $66 billion.” 
He said controls would cut 
hospital bills by $2,4 billion in 
1978, whether paid by federal, 
state or private insurance or by 
individuals who have no in­ 
surance.

M inister Yitzhak Rabin will be 
the first, to be followed by 
P re sid e n t A nw ar S adat of 
Egypt, Deputy Prim e M inister 
Prince Fahd of Saudi Arabia, 
and King Hussein of Jordan 
Vance said C arter probably 
w ill m eet P re sid e n t Hafez 
Assad of Syria somewhere in 
Europe in May. It is likely 
Vance will then head back to 
the M ideast in June to tie up 
loose ends and complete what is

preparations for resum ing a 
G eneva conference on the 
Middle East. 
Still unsettled, acording to 
Vance, is how to deal with the 
Palestine Liberation Organiza­ 
tion in a complex equation. 
Israel says it will have nothing 
to do with the PLO — at the 
conference table or anyplace 
else — until the PLO changes 
its charter to recognize the 
right of Israel to exist. 
The United States supports 
that position.

designated the PLO to repre­ 
sent the Palestinian people, but 
th ere a re signs since the 
Palestinian defeat in Lebanon 
that the PLO may be losing its 
influence. 
One possible solution is to 
make the PLO into a govern­ 
ment-in-exile, based in Cairo. 
That appears to have only a 
slim chance because Assad, 
who has m ilitary control over 
the Palestinians, said Monday 
he opposes the idea “at this 
tim e.”

Tax Would Raise $360,000 
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Salem school district resi­ 
d en ts will face a 
3.9-mill 
operating levy when they vote 
during the June prim ary elec­ 
tion following action Monday 
night by the Salem Board of 
Education to put the m easure 
on the ballot. 
The action is the board’s a t­ 


tem pt to prevent a repeat next 
year of facing a deficit budget 
for calendar year 1977. The levy 
will not directly help the 1977 
year shortfall, for the increased 
taxes would not be collected 
until January 1978. But passage 
would enable the school to 
borrow against the anticipated 
revenue. 
The levy would raise about 


$360,000 in direct tax collection 
and would boost the district’s 
total operating millage to 30 
mills from the present 26J 
mills. By reaching the 30-mill 
m ark, the school would receive 
from the state a kind of bonus 
amounting to $40,000 for taxing 
itself 
to 
a 
greater 
extent. 
Beyond 30 mills there is no 
bonus incentive under the cur­

P ro tectio n 
Agency (E P A ) approval for the 
w ater. 
Because the pipe is steel, it 
will be only tem porary. Plastic 
or cast iron piping is needed for 
a perm anent line. Wardingley 
said he had gotten an estim ate 
of $54,000 from an area firm for 
the

p e rm a n en t 
line 
project.

The lift station pumps here 
froze about a month ago, the 
disposal plant is presently

W urster said the filtration plant 
is treating 40,000 gallons per 
day, but 85,000 gallons are 


going through the plant. 
Artesian Well In Plans 
The governor’s plans to get 
w ater to Washingtonviile in­ 
volve the artesian well on the 
Riehl farm located on Rt. 14-A 
and owned by H arry Neuensch- 
wander, who has agreed to 
supply w ater to the village at a 
cost 
of 
$100 
per 
m onth 
providing he can keep all the 
w ater he needs. 
The estim ate on the per­ 
m anent pipeline project will 
include burying the pipeline, 
buying fittings and hydrants, a 
ch lo rin atio n building, pum p 
and electric lines. It does not 
include labor, but Wardingley 
said the Corps of Engineers 
may provide the manpower 
Previous estim ates on the 


project had reached as high as 
$150,000. 
Ohio Edison is putting in 
power lines to run the pump. 
The tem porary lines from the 
well, reportedly will be limited 
to crossing four farm s. Mrs. 
M artha Kruegel, m other of the 
m ayor, reportedly told W ar­ 
dingley today that tem porary 
easem ents for running the lines 
across the farm ers’ property 
had been received. 
Before w ater from Washing­ 
tonviile taps can be drunk, the 
lines m ust be chlorinated. The 
lines were contam inated when 
w ater from Cherry Run Creek 
was used to locate breaks.

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School District Budget 
Is Set At $4.6 Million 


The Salem Board of Educa­ 
tion approved a budget of $4.6 
million Monday night, the total 
of their certificated resources 
for the year but nearly a quar­ 
ter of a million dollars less than 
the anticipated costs for the 
y ear of 1977. 
Budget expenditures are esti­ 
m ated at 
$3,966,092 
in

general operating fund 
and 
$706,867 in special area funds, 
totaling $4,672,959 
By com­ 
parison, general fund monies 
for the 1976 budget were $3,744,- 
030, and $680,505 was budgeted 
for special areas. 
The 1977 budget salary cate­ 
gories total $2,834,142, up $75,- 
792 from the 1976 budget. But 
fig u res

by 
Supt. 
R obert E. Pond to the board at 
a study session last week show 


that actual costs in instructural 
salaries alone for 1977 may ex­ 
ceed the budget by over $230,- 
000. 
Deficit Reduction Eyed

THE TWO PROPERTIES the 
board holds at present—one 
purchased in the Painter Rd 
area and one being purchased 


between Newgarden Ave. and 
Andrew’ Ave.—are part of a 
long-range plan to put the right- 
sized schools in the middle of 
the neighborhoods they will be 
serving. Baillie explained. 
But he confessed that the 
neighborhood school concept, 
under which children go to the 
school nearest their own neigh­ 
borhood, m ay have to be 
abandoned if future capital ex­ 
pansion cannot be funded in 
that direction. 
Pond said the property in the 
southwest part of the school 
district was the only parcel of 
sufficient size for a Prospect 
replacem ent school the board 
was able to find after months of 
searching. 
He said the board wanted to 
use money from the sale of the 
Fourth St. school property — 
$105,000 — for some lasting 
purpose, and planned to pur­ 
chase the Prospect replace­ 
ment with a portion of that sum 
Board m em ber Bruce Gordon 
said putting money from the 
property sale into the general 
fund would give a false picture 
of the d is tric t’s o p e ratin g 
ability. Money raised from such 
a sale would help for one year 
but would leave the school 
without a sim ilar option in the 
future.

News In Brief 


Ohio River Ice Melts

The National W eather Ser­ 
vice reports that nearly all the 
ice on the Ohio River that 
halted traffic several weeks 
ago, has melted away. 
Officials said Monday ice in 
nearly all of the Ohio River 
trib u ta rie s rem ain s poised 
above the 
main stem with 
reported thickness of up to two 
feet. 


Tributary ice is expected to 
weaken and begin moving as 
the very w arm air forecast to 
move 
into the Ohio Valley 
arrives 
from 
the 
southwest 
today 
Some large trains of the 
rem aining thick ice probably 
will enter the Ohio River later 
this week as gorges and jam s 
on the tributaries begin 
to 
move. 
Urought Area To Get Rain 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) 
With the drought-causing high 
pressure cell finally headed 
south for the winter, the U.S. 
W eather Service today forecast 
likely rain showers in Cali­ 
fornia through Thursday. 
The high pressure system 
which has shunted storm s north 
most of the past two winters 
and forced w idespread w ater 
rationing shifted to its normal 
location near Baja, California 
A forecaster, asked why the 
high pressure has moved south, 
said "only God knows.” But he 
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mentioned other theories, not 
officially espoused by 
the 
W eather Service, which include 
the changing of ocean w ater 
tem peratures and sunspot ac­ 
tivity. 
W hatever the reason, 
the 
storm track is now in a more 
normal pattern and the w ea­ 
therm an said a series of storm s 
“connected like a daisy chain

Uganda President Idi Amin has 
invited all governments to send 
d elegations to K am pala to 
investigate

deaths of the country’s Angli­

archbishop 
and

government ministers. 
T anzania ch arg ed in

n e w s p a p e r 
Monday the archbishop, Janani 
Luwum. was killed personally 
by an enraged Amin who shot 
him twice in the chest after the 
clergym an refused to confess to 
a plot to overthrow- him 
In London. Luwum’s prede- 
cesssor, Bishop Leslie Brown, 
said Monday he had been told 
by someone who had seen the 
archbishop's body that Luwum 
had been shot. 
Uganda said the three died 
last week in an auto accident 
while trying to escape custody. 
Nairobi's Daily Nation news­ 
paper, which has the largest 
circulation in East Africa, said 
in an editorial 
today, 
“ In­ 
dependent Africa is in danger of 
losing any right she may have 
in a tta ck in g co u n tries like , 
Rhodesia and South Africa over 
issues which pale into insignifi­ 
cance when compared with the 
widespread killings that have 
been reported from Uganda ” 
“ Am in does a d astard ly 
deed,” the editorial said, “yet

LONDON (UPI) - Dr David 
Owen, an untried and relatively 
unknown m inister in the Fo­ 
reign Office, stepped into the 
prestig io u s job of foreign 
secretary today, only 10 years 
after he entered politics. 
At 38, he is the youngest 
person to hold the post since 
Anthony Eden in 1935. 
P rim e M inister Jam es Cal­ 
laghan named him to the job 
late Monday in a sm all cabinet 
reshuffle forced on him by the 
d eath S atu rd ay of F oreign 
Secretary Anthony Crosland 
C rosland had suffered a 
stroke six days earlier and 
never regained consciousness. 
P rivates funeral services were 
held Monday. 
Owen’s appointm ent was a 
m ajor surprise 
Although he filled in briefly 
for Crosland last week, he was 
brought into the Foreign Office 
only five months ago as one of 
three m inisters of state 
A 
physician until he en tered 
politics, Owen was first elected 
to Parliam ent in 1966 
Owen is considered right of 
center in Labor party politics, 
but takes a more leftist line on 
some issues, including those 
involving national health. 
Chancellor of the Exchequer 
Denis Healey, 59, had been 
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expected to replace Crosland. 
Healey had wide experience as 
a Labor government defense 
secretary for six years and as 
the p a rty ’s foreign policy 
spokesman while it was out of 
power. 
In addition, Healey had been 
slated 
to switch jobs 
with 
Crosland this sum m er. 
But Callaghan told him to 
stay on as chancellor of the 
exchequer, in overall charge of 
econom ic policy in crisis- 
plagued Britain. 
Political sources said this 
showed Callaghan regards the 
economic battle as the m ajor 
task facing his government 
As B rita in ’s new foreign 
secretary, Owen faces tough 
going. 
Britain holds the presidency 
of the Common M arket Council 
of Ministers for the first six 
months of this year. Owen will 
have to act as chairm an at 
council sessions during 
this 
period. 
He also inherits the unfin­ 
ished job of trying to negotiate 
a peaceful transition to black 
rule in Rhodesia. 
Owen was expected to ac­ 
company Callaghan when he 
visits Washington for talks with 
President C arter in March. 
He also will have to play a 
key role for Britain in m ajor 
conferences this y e ar, 
in­ 
cluding a Western economic 
su m m it, 
a 
NATO 
Council 
session, and a Commonwealth 
heads-of-government 
meeting 
in London. 
Owen has an American wife 
— the form er Deborah Scha- 
bert, a 
onetime New 
York 
literary agent and daughter of 
book publisher Kirill Schabert. 
In other cabinet changes, 
Callaghan brought back left­ 
winger Judith H art to the job of 
m inister of overseas develop 
ment, a post she has held

In Lisbon M ock Trial 
Famed Slavery Case 
Goes To Jury Today

LISBON — Was Dred Scott a 
citizen of the United States and 
therefore entitled to bring suit 
in the federal courts? 
Was he free as a result of 
having living in a territory 
where slavery was outlawed by 
the Missouri Compromise? 
Did living in free territory 
make him free? 
These are questions which 
Lisbon eighth grade students in 
history classes taught by Ted 
Edwards at Lincoln School here 
will be trying to answ er today 
as the case of Dred Scott goes 
before the jury. 
In each of the four history 
cla sses stu d en ts have p o r­ 
trayed various roles 
in 
re­ 
creating the Dred Scott trial. 
According to Edw ards, the stu­ 
dents will be trying to prove 
whether Dred Scott should have 
been considered as a person or 
a “piece of property.” 
Background of the Dred Scott 
vs. Sanford case shows that 
Scott, a slave from Missouri, 
»hadh een taksw4»y twaowner, a« 
arm y doctor, to the free slate of 
Illinois and then into the 
W isconsin T e rrito ry , w here 
slavery was forbidden under 
the Missouri Compromise. 
Scott and his owner returned 
to Missouri where they stayed 
for eight years. With the death 
of his owner, Scott was given to 
the d o cto r’s w ife, a 
M rs. 
Em erson of New York, and her 
brother John Sanford 
Dred Scott, with the urging 
and assistance of local lawyers, 
sued for his freedom . He 
argued that since he had lived 
in free territory, he was free. 
He won in the lower courts of 
Missouri but lost in the highest 
state court. 
Because the case involved the 
citizens of two states, the case 
was appealed to the federal 
courts. In 1857 the case reached 
the

of

United States.

N o t Easy Task

Congressmen find it’s no easy 
task to learn whether m ajor oil 
companies hide natural gas in 
offshore fields leased from the 
federal government.

" It’s obvious that we’re not

Interior Secretary Cecil Andrus 
had predicted a new govern­ 
ment study might take up to 
eight months. 
Interior D epartm ent officials 
appearing before the House 
mining subcom m ittee merely 
echoed earlier statem ents by 
Andrus that their studies thus 
far had raised “more questions 
than answ ers.” 
A cting A ssistan t In terio r 
Secretary William D. Betten- 
berg said he did not know 
w hether oil com panies a re 
“shutting in” gas reserves in 
offshore federal leases 
But he said an investigating 
team w hose findings w ere 
reported last week confirmed 
production was falling in five 
gas fields in the Gulf of Mexico 
and there were “significant 
discrepancies" in reserves re­ 
ported by oil companies and 
tnose determ ined by the US. 
Geological Survey. 
However, the Bettenberg also 
noted that Andrus said there 
might be “acceptable reasons” 
for production declines.

President Carter’s pardon of Vietnam war 
draft resisters and evaders, limited as it was, 
disturbed many Americans, to say the least. 
One of the complaints most frequently heard is 
that by “ rewarding" those who refused to serve 
their country in time of war, we not only insult 
those who did serve but encourage draft-dodging 
in some future war. Why risk your neck when the 
government will later forgive you’’ 
It is impossible to judge the motives of every 
man who runs and hides in time of war, or who 
stands and refuses. There have been draft 
evaders and deserters and conscientious ob­ 
jectors in every war this country has fought. But 
the creation of so many tens of thousands of them 
by the Vietnam war tells us more about the 
nature of that unpopular conflict than it does 
about the degree of patriotism among America’s 
youth. 
One thing it ought to have told us is that if this 
country ever decides to go to war again, short of 
a direct attack against us or our Western 
European allies, it must make absolutely certain 
that the decision is justified. It must be based 
upon a consensus among the public that the 
danger to the national security is clear and 
present and the threat to our freedom real — not 
merely on blind acceptance of the perceptions 
and ambitions of a handful of the “ best and the 
brightest” in the planning levels of the govern­ 
ment. 
No longer is merely raising the specter of 
communism in some far, far-off, little land 
enough to cause Americans to rush forward 
offering themselves in the service of the nation. 
No longer do we believe that every civil conflict 
in every corner of the globe requires the 
sacrifice of American blood and treasure. 
If we don’t like the President’s pardon, we 
might remember that it was the Congress of the 
United States which refused to certify the in­ 


fusion of another $750 million in emergency 
military aid to South Vietnam in the last days of 
that unhappy country’s existence. 
Having learned the costly lesson that it cannot 
B 
rmit its constitutional war-making powers to 
usurped by the executive branch, it was the 
Congress of the United States which later 
refused to countenance our involvement in 
Angola. 
This hardly means that our congressmen are 
lacking in patriotism and cannot be counted upon 
to do what needs to be done to defend the nation 
in a future emergency. 
In the same way, the Vietnam pardon does not 
mean that patriotism is dead in America, but 
rather that it is an immensely precious asset that 
must never be abused again.

15 years 
ago 
Annual Youth Forums were 
started at Harding College. 
They drew young people from 
several states each summer. A 
Forum continued through five 
days with a new speaker every 
day. The purpose of these 
Forums was to help build a 
better understanding of our 
great American heritage. 
It happens that America has 
maintained a broader measure 
of personal freedom than has 
any other nation in history. As a 
result of that personal freedom 
America has had more than her 
share 
of 
inventions 
and 
discoveries. In fact, America 
has led the way in setting 
.civilization forward more in the 
B 
st 200 years than civilization 
d advanced in the previous 
6,000 years. 
For instance, we value our 
railroads, our highways, our 
automobiles, refrigerators, air 
conditioning, central heating, 
labor-saving farm machinery 
and labor-saving industrial 
m achinery, none of which 
existed 200 years ago. 


Our 
system offered op­ 
portunity for dreamers to 
compete with other dreamers 
and possibly beat them at their 
own game. As a result, we have 
developed carefully screened 
management screened through 
the hard school of competition. 
We have also developed the 
highest investment in tools that 
has ever existed anywhere. 
This has increased productivity 
to the extent that employes can 
be paid higher salaries and 
wages 
than 
ever 
before 
available 
to 
employes 
anywhere in the world. 
This great productivity has 
made America the foremost 
nation of the world. For in­ 
stance, in 1945, when World 
War II had just closed, America

NEW PO RT NEWS, Va. - 
(N EA) — The supertanker E l 
Paso Southern was launched 
here recently, and its arrival in 
the world's water was ac­ 
companied by dockside cheers 
and a nationwide sigh of relief. 
The tanker is built to carry 
liquefied natural gas it is one- 
fifth of a mile long, has an 85- 
foot depth and a 35-foot draft, 
and at a time when gas ovens 
are burning out all over 
America, the ship is designed to 
import 
the 
condensed 
equivalent of 2.6 billion cubic 
feet of the fuel, or enough per 
trip to serve a city of 34,000 for a 
vear. 
And yet the arrival of this 
relatively new generation of 
tanker is'not being greeted with 
total delight. As is so often the 
case when a solution to one 
problem comes along, 
new 


problems are given birth. The 
problem with the E l Paso 
Southern and other similar 
ships is that they may pose an 
extreme danger to human life. 
THE WORRY is essentially 
the sdme, if to a different 
degree, as that of the old time 
gas stove. The idea for years 
was to open a gas valve on those 
burners and then start the fire 
with a match. If the stove was 
faulty, or the gas allowed to 
accumulate in excess, ignition 
would result in a sudden flareup 
with adverse consequences. 
Not that natural gas tankers 
are of themselves unsafe. The 
E l Paso is a showcase of 
modern technology and low- 
risk construction. The liquid 
cargo, which is distilled from 
its natural gas state through 
freezing, 
is 
contained 
in 
stainless-steel 
compartments 


which are securely independent 
from the vessel’s durable outer 
hide. 
What bothers the critics is the 
increasing propensity of sea­ 
going tankers to collide, run 
aground or split in high seas. 
Presently there are about two 
tanker mishaps each day in the 
world. Scientists speculate that 
if a LNG ship were to break 
open, the cargo might im­ 
mediately vaporize with the

NEW YORK - It boggles the 
mind to listen to angryleaders 
of a social service union hare, 
which rarely makes the head­ 
lines. Almost penny by penny 
they talk of the multi-billion- 
dollar 
ripoff 
of 
welfare 
medicaid and income support 
funds. 
Their words drip with futility. 
They’ve telegramed the new 
Health, Education and Welfare 
Department Secretary, veteran 
Joe Califano. They’ve written 
to New York City and state 
officials. They’ve charged that 
from where they sit in the “ wel­ 
fare” department offices in this 
not-so-rosy Big Apple, they can 
prove that 25 per cent of the 
almost $1.2 billion paid out for 
welfare in New York City in 
1975 were fake, a ripoff, illegal 
money paid to inéligibles. 
New leaders of this Social 
Service Employees Union, 
Local 371, moved swiftly the 
other day to keep their election 
campaign pledges — to end this 
waste, this thievery, 
this 
looting. Yet when these men put 
their expertise into a plan for 
action against the ripoff artists, 
the leaders received no reply 
from either city, state or fed­ 
eral officials. 
Note that the $1.2 billion 
annually paid in welfare isn’t 
part of the $3 billion paid out 
yearly in medicaid in New 
York 
There’s an eerie Kafkaesque 
touch to all this. Here we have a 
union of some 11,500 members 
who work in more than “ 100 
titles” and in several city 
agencies. Its largest bloc of 
members is in the casé worker 
title series in the Department of 
Social Services from which all 
those billions of dollars flow. 
T H ESE MEN and women, 
mostly young, perform social 
services (in the biggest give­ 
away in the world) such as 
protection of children wno are 


being abused and neglected, 
location of missing parents of 
children under public assist­ 
ance ; providing Of a wide Spec­ 
trum of social services to senior 
citizens and general social and 
welfare services to eligible 
individuals and families. 
Other union members work in 
billing and accounts sections of 
the Health and Hospitals Corp., 
aid in day-care center — run 
the whole gamut of aid to the 
needy, the unfortunate, the 
helpless and friendless 
So these union members are 
in a position to know who needs 
succor and who steals. 
The union’s president, Joe 
Sperling, has offered to work 
out plans to check the original 
welfare applicants. Today, a 
“ client” seeking welfare can 
actually drive up in a Mercedes 
Benz, park it on the comer, 
walk in and apply by filling out 
a form — and he or she is on 
relief. 
Further the client can report 
he or she or “ the fam ily” is in 
desperate need of immediate 
money for food, rent, a doctor 
— you name it. And the money 
is paid out right there. No 
probe, no nothing. 
At this moment each welfare 
applicant is handled by six case 
workers. The union says why 
not assign the new client to one 
special service employe — and 
have that case worker see it 
right through. 
And the union leaders say 
their followers are ready to go 
into the field. That means 
plunging into the tough high- 
crime areas where, in the past, 
case 
workers 
have 
been 
molested, mugged or assaulted. 
No idle offer this. Going into the 
field takes courage. 
THE UNION has it all worked 
out. There’s a five-point pro­ 
gram to follow through on the 
“ face-to-face” rechecking of 
the “ client’s” need for the 


public’s money. 
The Social Service Em ­ 
ployees 
Union 
wants 
the 
existing staff deployed so that 
“ qualified, 
trained 
social 
services personnel would ré­ 
assumé full responsibility for 
the handling of initial applicant 
claims and investigations.” 
— Utilize existing trained 
case workers to again handle 
reinvestigations and recer­ 
tifications of clients’ eligibility 
for welfare assistance. 
— Reestablish social services 
counseling units to help the 
clients become self-supporting 
as rapidly as possible. 
— Reassign clerical person­ 
nel to facilitate the processing 
of case actions and to eliminate 
the 
tremendous 
current 
backlog 
involving 
money- 
saving case-closings, budget 
adjustments, etc. 
— There must be periodic re­ 
certification, face to face, of 
eligibility of the welfare clients. 
Here you have a union seek­ 
ing to cut the waste in welfare 
and help save this city from 
bankruptcy — and you-can be­ 
lieve it’s later than you think, 
regardless of what you read. 
And should New York City 
fail to meet its bond obligations 
and go bankrupt, the nation will 
rock, because this town is the 
cradle of American finance. So 
the frustration of Social Service 
Employees Union is every­ 
body’s concern. 
Yet, because any crackdown, 
any face-to-face check on 
welfare clients will anger whole 
blocs of voters, the pleas of this 
union (Local 371) are ignored 
by the politicos. 
Is this nation in such solidly- 
balanced financial condition 
that it can ignore the looting of 
just one welfare fund of hun­ 
dreds of millions of dollars a 
year? And what of all those 
other cities? Doesn’t anyone 
care?

McFall of the E l Paso Natural 
Gas Co., owners of the new 
tanker, points out that there has 
never been an at-sea misfor­ 
tune involving LNG. He says 
further that “ no one knows 
what would happen” in the 
event of this kind of fuel ac­ 
cident. 
And yet on-land disasters 
involving LNG have occurred. 
The most noteworthy was in 
Cleveland, in 1944, when a 
storage tank ruptured and 
released almost a m illion 
gallons of the material. It 
spread rapidly and kindled a 


nightmare that killed 
133 
people. Today, men who fought 
the fire remember flames 'a 
half mile in height. 
So it is that even without a 
history of at-sea accident*, 
LNG transports are regarded 
with sober apprehension by 
those 
concerned 
with 
population safety. The Coast 
Guard 
mandates 
special 
procedures for tanker dockings 
(two mile sea clearance, etc.), 
and regulates unprecedented 
training for crews who would 
haul the volatile cargo. 
Even the color of the E l 
Paso Southern is carefully 
prepared to minimize risk. The 
orange, brown and green 
markings are said by 
the 
shipbuilder 
to 
provide 
maximum visibility in all sea 
conditions. 
AT PR ESEN T the E l Paso’s 
markings are visible only at a 
dock here in Newport News. It 
is currently being outfitted for 
entry into service later this 
year. Next year it will be joined 
by another new E l Paso tanker, 
and another the year after that. 
Meanwhile, other builders are 
adding to this new breed in 
other American yards. 
Eventually, critics say, there 
will be hundreds of LNG lan­ 
dings each year in the nation. 
And accidents will doubtless 
occur. A Coast Guard officer 
says tests are now being con­ 
ducted as to the hazards but 
adds a personal opinion that in 
view of this winter’s fuel crisis, 
“ the nation has few alter­ 
natives to accepting the risk.”

have this little foreign car, see, 
that keeps having weird things 
go wrong with it. 
Strange 
allergies. Fungi. That sort of 
thing. Twice recently I have 
had it in the shop for what 
sounded like a death rattle in 
reverse gear. 
After the first check-up, 
during which they supposedly 
adjusted the bronchial tube, it 
seemed to run better. Then it 
had a relapse. 
The next time I took it in. the 
service manager directed me to 
the consulting room. There he 
gave me a start. 
I don’t mean he started the 
car. I mean he startled me. 
He said he thought the trouble 
with the car was largely 
psychosomatic. 
‘That’s ridiculous,” I protes­ 
ted. “ How could anything 
mechanical have im aginary 
problems?” 
“ Not the car,” the service 
manager said. “ You.” 
In medicine, the classic test 
for psychosomatic ailments is 
the placebo. The doctor gives 
you a uugar pill and if it cures 
you it's a pretty good sign it was 
all in your mind. 
But I never knew before that 
auto mechanics use placebos 
too. 
During 
the 
previous 
examination, 
the 
service 
manager said, all the tests 
proved negative. 
So they 
simply 
went 
through 
the 
motions of tightening a few 
bolts. 
The fact that the car seemed 
to me to run better was prime 
evidence that the disorder was 
largely in my head, he ex­ 
plained. 
He said I apparently har­ 
bored an abnormal fear that 
something would go wrong with 
the car, and this phobia caused 
me to panic whenever it made a 
strange noise. 
Usually, he said, automotive 
hypochondria stemmed from 
some traumatic incident in the 
motorist’s early life. He asked 
if I could recall any severe 
emotional upsets related to 
automobiles. 
By this time I was lying down 
on the front seat with my head 
on the arm rest.

Phillips Burning Nets

following vear, but seldom does he have the 
success of United’s Mike Phillips. 
Phillips, a 17-year-old senior at United, and 
the son of Mrs. Melva Phillips of Kensington, 
has fought his way to the top of this year’s 
Golden Eagles statistic chart During the 1975- 
76 basketball campaign, Phillips averaged six 
points and five rebounds per contest Through 
16 games this year the 6-2 senior has tossed in 
271 points and is averaging 12 rebounds per 
game. From the floor Phillips possesses a keen 
shooting eye with a 58 per cent efficiency mark. 
Mike’s best offensive performance this 
season was at Bergholz when he tossed in 33 
points against Springfield Jefferson and hauled 
in 11 caroms 
Other outstanding performances included 
games against Crestview in which he scored 23 
points and pulled down 14 rebounds; Leetonia, 
20 points and 16 caroms; Lisbon, 21 points and 
15 rebounds. His best performance on the 
boards came at Stanton Local when he 
gathered in 17 missed shots and scored 18 
points. 
Not only does Phillips possess a sharp- 
shooting eye, but the young eager has popped in 
49 of 72 attempts from the charity stripe for 68 
per cent. 
The talents of Mike Phillips are recognized 
not only by his own coaching staff, but Coach 
Rick Brook of Sebring told Coach Steffen, 
“ Phillips is the best inside man we have faced 
this year.’’ 


Becoming a standout basketball player was 
not easy for Mike. He had to work and work 
hard. In his freshman year he played football, 
but was injured and forced to discontinue that 
portion of his athletic program. A year later he 
turned to basketball. 
“ Mike does not have all the ability in the 
world as a basketball player,” said Steffen, 
“ but he has accomplished what he set out to do 
through hard work. His second and third efforts 
are what has made him an outstanding 
member of our team this year. He may miss 
that first shot at the hoop, but he will come 
back the second and third time “ and get the job 
done." 
Phillips is a very intelligent and coaehable 
ball player according to his coach and his B 
average in the classroom. 
His exploits this season have not gone un­ 
noticed. He was named “ Athlete of the Month” 
by W FM J radio and United States Steel of 
Youngstown for his team contributions during 
the month of December. 
"He is our most consistent scorer and 
rebounder,” Steffen explained, “ and the team 
will look to him quite often when we have a 
problem. This is my fourth season at United 
Local and Mike Phillips, for his size, is the best 
inside man I have ever coached.” 
Phillips will close out his cage career, as far 
as regular season competition goes, on March 4 
when United Local plays host to Stanton But 
prior to that close-out game, a real test is in 
store for him and his teammates Wednesday 
when they challenge the Columbiana Clippers 
in Class A sectional tournament play at 
Struthers.

DEAR DR LAMB - Mv 
husband, age 40. suffers from 
hypertension 
He is taking 
Hygroton. The trouble is the 
medication has the side effect 
of decreasing his sexual urge 
His libido is non-existent. It 
did not happen suddenly. It 
has been getting worse year 
bv year 
Before he started taking 
this medication our sexual 
relationship was excellent and 
exciting 
I have been very 
patient, knowing that his life 
probably depends on his con­ 
trolling’ his blood pressure 
How long must he be on this 
medication0 All his life? If so. 
what can we do to improve 
our sexual relations0

Hygroton and some other 
medicines used in treating 
high blood pressure can cause 
impotence. Your husband 
should talk with his doctor 
about this and see if he can 
switch him to a medicine or a 
program that is less likely to 
cause this side effect. 
A lot of the medicines that 
are so effective in controlling 
high blood pressure also have 
u n d e s ira b le 
side 
effects Sometimes a patient 
has to live with the side 
effects in order to live at all 
but as long as there are alter­ 
natives it is better to take the 
alternative. 
The most important alter­ 
native is weight control. If 
your husband has one ounce of 
fat under his skin around his 
waist get him on a diet and 
walking program that enables 
him to lose weight gradually 
and sensibly. Adequate weight 
reduction often does wonders 
to control high blood pressure.

DEAR DR LAMB - In one 
of your columns you pointed 
out that the saturated fat in 
coconut oil stimulates the

cholesterol and fatty particles 
in the bloodstream. Does 
hydrogenation of vegetable 
oils, which I understand 
results in hardening of the fat, 
change the unsaturated fats of 
such oils into more highly 
saturated fats? 
In other words, if a product 
label says the product con­ 
tains “ soy oil hydrogenated" 
is it necessarily acceptable 
from the standpoint of 
saturation0 
DEAR REA D ER - You're 
on the right track A polyun­ 
saturated fatty acid has more 
than one place on the carbon 
chain where there is room for 
hydrogen atoms. A saturated 
fat has all the spots filled with 
hydrogen. When a food 
manufacturer adds hydrogen 
to the unsaturated fat he is 
changing it to a saturated fat. 
The catch is how much of 
the unsaturated fat is con­ 
verted by the hydrogenation 
process. If it is only a small 
amount it is not so important 
but the more that is 
hydrogenated the more 
saturated fat will be in the 
product. That is why plain 
food labels that tell you exact­ 
ly how much of the fat is 
saturated, 
monounsaturated 
and polyunsaturated are 
necessary to judge the value 
or danger of using it in diets 
restricted in fat and saturated 
fat content.

Weather Hampers 
Fertilizer Yield

T hree se p a ra te independent 
surveys of leading farm ers and 
fertilizer 
dealers 
throughout 
the U. S. have revealed that 
continuing bad weather con­ 
ditions could m ean vield-rob- 
bing delays and serious distri­ 
bution bottlenecks during the 
spring planting season. 
“The situation 
could 
also 
shift the p resen t fe rtiliz er 
supply-demand balance to one 
of product tightness and local 
shortages by planting tim e,” 
according to S. T. Keel, senior 
vice president of agricultural 
m ark etin g for In tern atio n al 
Minerals and Chemical Cor­ 
poration 
(IMC), which con­ 
ducted the field studies during 
late January. 
One key reason is the ice- 
locked fleet of barges clogging 
frozen inland waterways, in­ 
cluding the Mississippi, Illinois 
and Ohio rivers. 
“ M any 
of 
those 
b arges 
contain fe rtiliz e r m ate ria ls 
bound for the im portant mid- 
western farm region, the na­ 
tio n ’s 
la rg e st 
fe rtiliz er 
m arket,” Keel explained. 
"BASED ON CURRENT esti­ 
m ates, the barges 
may be 
locked in ice so long their 
cargos will be delivered too late 
to help supply farm ers through­ 
out the Corn Belt. And frozen 
w aterways are already causing 
a back-up in grain shipments, 
putting added pressure on the 
rail car situation,” Keel added. 
A second key reason for the 
potential supply problem also 
involves bad w eather last fall. 
“ IMC’s surveys confirm cer­ 
tain key areas in the southeast 
were unable to apply as much 
fertilizer as normally spread 
during the fall because of un­ 
usually wet conditions,” Keel 
explained. 
The studies also support the 
recen t 
plan tin g 
intentions 
report of the U. S Departm ent 
of Agriculture which predict 
another year of big corn and 
cotton acreage, with a less- 
than-expected shift from corn 
to soybeans. 
“CORN AND tOTTON are 
big fertilizer users so farm ers 
will be looking for more product 
this spring than many experts 
had anticipated, based on e a r­ 
lier predictions of a wholesale 
shift to beans,” the IMC vice 
president said 
In addition to the farm ers’ 
apparent decision to stay with 
corn in 1977, results of the IMC 
surveys also show ed w ide­ 
spread 
interest 
in applying 
higher rates of fertilizer on 
m ajor crops this year. 
Application 
rate 
increases 
could range from two to four 
per cent for corn, wheat, and 
soybeans, and up to more than 
six per cent higher rates for 
cotton and pastures, farm ers 
and dealers told IMC. 
“SOIL MOISTURE continues 
to be a pressing concern among 
fa rm e rs 
to d a y ,” Keel e x ­ 
plained. “Record low tem pera­ 
tures over a prolonged period 
have produced severe ground 
freezing throughout much of 
the upper midwest. That could 
spell further delays in spring 
field work and a 
moisture 
shortage for the 1977 crop year 
if the soils are unable to absorb 
late winter snowfall.” 
N atural gas curtailm ents in 
several 
m ajor nitrogen fer­ 
tilizer production areas also re­ 
ceived attention in the IMC su r­ 
veys. 
Fertilizer industry estim ates 
of am m onia production loss due 
to natural gas curtailm ent for 
the fertilizer year through late 
January topped 317,000 tons of 
am m onia, com pared with 170,- 
351 tons in 1976 when winter 
w eather was m uch milder. 
The Fertilizer Institute, an 
industry agency, reports the 
gas shortage caused fertilizer 
production to be down 393,000 
tons through Jan. 29. The 50 
companies and cooperatives, in 
100 
p lan ts, 
produced 
16.5 
m illion tons of anhydrous 
ammonia last year. 
The institute, noting seven 
new plans will be open this 
y e ar, 
p ro jec ts 
an 
o verall 
production increase of 3 per 
cent this year, 
despite the 
shortage. 
But W. R. G race and other 
companies are less optimistic 
and w arn fertilizer prices will 
climb. 
“We project that between 
Decem ber and April, nation­ 
wide, the industry is going to 
lose from 600,000 to one million 
tons of nitrogen fertilizer,” the 
G race spokesm an said. “T hat’s 
five per cent of total annual 
production.” 
“The United States had an 
approxim ate balance between 
production and anticipated de­ 
mand this y e ar,” said Robert J 
Tagg of Allied Chemical Corp 
‘rWhen we start subtracting, 
we start creating some sort of 
problem, but we don’t know 
how serious because we don’t 
know how long the curtailm ents 
will last ana we don’t know 
what crops will be.” 
“It all adds up to even more 


pressure on the fertilizer indus­ 
try and other suppliers of farm 
inputs because w eather could 
compress the spring season to 
v irtu ally im possible d im en ­ 
sions.”

A warming trend that shot 
temperatures into the 70s and 
80s in Nebraska and Kansas 
pushed eastward today while 
tourists in south Florida shiv­ 
ered in record cold. 
Dry, fair weather brought 
forest fires to a portion of the 
South. A cold front carried 
snow into the California Sierra 
and scattered showers damp­ 
ened the West Coast states 
inland as far as Idaho and 
Nevada. The northern coastal 
mountains got two inches of 
rain. 
Six inches of snow Monday 
saved operators at Oregon’s 
Timberlane Lodge from closing 
at midweek. It all helped but 
w asn’t enough to end the 
Western drought. Cloud seeding 
to bring snow and rains to 
Colorado was ready to begin. 
Even Hawaii, 
2,400 
miles 
from 
San 
Francisco, 
had 
problems with only .77 inches of 
rain so far this year compared 
to a normal 6.25 inches. 
In south Florida, with tourists 
jam m ing 
hotels 
and 
restaurants for a long holiday 
weekend, temperatures fell to 
41 degrees in Miami, three 
degrees 
below the 
previous 
record for the date. In the 
Florida panhandle, it was 32 in 
Apalachicola. Tallahassee had 
a low of 23 degrees, three 


degrees below the record for 
the date. 
But in Kansas, Russell has a 
high of 81 and it was 80 in 
Salina . Record highs for Feb 21 
were reported in Pueblo, Colo., 
Omaha, Neb., and Council 
Bluffs, Iowa. 
In Louisiana, a state forestry 
official 
bemoaned 
“ this 
so- 
called beautiful w eather.” 
which was blamed in part for 
349 fires on Sunday. 
“ Many of these fires are 
caused by people w’ho have 
been indoors most of the win­ 
ter,” said Robert Romero, chief 
of the Louisiana 
Forestry 
Commission fire control divi­ 
sion, "and they’re getting out 
now' and cleaning up around the 
house. T h ey’re burning off 
fence rows and old fields. This 
stuff just takes off.’’ 
In Alabama, the ban on open 
burning of trash was extended 
to include 20 counties. More 
than 120,000 acres of dry tim- 
berland 
have 
burned 
this 
month, prompting Gov. George 
Wallace to declare the state in a 
“ forest wildfire emergency.” 
High winds whipped through 
the Las Vegas Valley, closing 
US. 95 north of Indian Springs 
Monday afternoon, shutting 
down Las Vegas’ McCarran 
International airport for an 
hour and triggering power 
failures. 
Chimpanzees' Intelligence 
Questioned By Researcher 


D E N V E R (U P I) — Francine 
“ Penny” Patterson has spent 
much of the past four and half 
years talking to a gorilla. 
As a result, the Stanford 
University doctoral student is 
beginning to question 
the 
widespread belief that the 
chimpanzee is the most intelli­ 
gent of all nonhuman primates. 
Miss Patterson, said at an 
American Association for the 
Advancement of Science sym­ 
posium 
Monday the 
female 
gorilla. Koko, now has a sign 
language 
vocabulary 
ap­ 
proaching 300 words. 
“ She has invented signs and 
names for novel objects, she 
talks to herself, engages in 
imaginative 
play, 
has 
used 
language to lie, to express her 
emotions and to refer to things 
displaced in time and space,” 
said Miss Patterson. 
She began working with Koko 
when the gorilla was a year old. 
Koko is the first gorilla to be 
taught 
Am erican 
Sign 
Language. 
Koko, now 5*2 and weighing 
100 pounds, lives in a special 
trailer on the Stanford campus, 
hut she is owned by the San 
Francisco Zoo and that pre­ 
sents a problem. 
Miss Patterson wants to 
continue studying Koko as the 
gorilla grows up and raises a 
family. 
But 
the 
zoo wants 
$12,500 for 
Koko and 
Miss 
Patterson ’s research team 
needs at least $25,000 a year to

— A request from the Animat 
Charity League, Inc., for an 
injunction to stop the current 
“ pigeon k ill’’ in Mahoning 
County was to be heard today 
by Common Pleas Judge Elwyn 
Jenkins.

Workers downtown had com­ 
plained about the 
pigeons 
possibly causing disease.

Doctor Charged 
In Boy's Death 
To Be Arraigned 


C LEV ELA N D (U P I) — An 
emergency room physician 
charged 
with 
aggravated 
murder in the reported beating 
death of his mistress’ eight- 
year-old son faced arraignment 
today in Cuyahoga County 
Common Pleas Court. 
Dr 
Stuart S. Kutler, 
30. 
Brecksville, has been accused 
by Ann M.Noske, 32, who lived 
with Kutler, of killing her son, 
A rthur, by 
“ slapping and 
backhanding” the boy Feb. 7. 
Prosecutor John T. Corrigan 
was expected to ask the judge 
for a continuance in order to 
further 
prephre 
the 
case 
against Kutler, who works at 
Suburban Community Hospital, 
Warrensville Heights. 
Meanwhile, sheriff’s inves­ 
tigators — holding the twice 
divorced woman in protective 
custody — say they expect to 
present evidence in the case to 
the county grand jury within a 
few days. 
The doctor was arrested at 
his home last Friday night after 
M iss Noske, a respiratory 
therapist at Woman’s Hospital, 
Cleveland, broke down earlier 
in the day during exhaustive 
questioning and told law en­ 
forcement officials Kutler, with 
whom she has lived with since 
last Jan. 29, killed the boy after 
finding him viewing television 
past his bedtime. 
The youth’s body has not been 
found, according to sheriff’s 
detective Peter Becker, who 
said Kutler — on the advice of 
counsel — repeatedly has 
refused to issue any statement 
or 
give 
investigators 
the 
location of the boy’s body. 
“ He had a lot of time to 
dispose of the body anywhere 
within a 50-mile radius of his 
house,” Becker said of Kutler’s 
alleged actions. 
“ The 
body 
could be in a pond, a snowbank, 
a culvert, an incinerator or one 
of those metal trash pickup 
containers.”

Cajuns call today’s celebra­ 
tion the “ Courrir de Mardi 
Gras,” the Mardi Gras Run. It 
lasts about eight hours covering 
about 20 miles, and a lot of the 
hard-drinking 
riders 
don’t 
make the distance. 
“ You’ll see a lot of them start 
falling off before noon,” said 
Dale McGee, a co-captain. The 
masked riders stop at each 
farm on the route to cavort and 
beg ingredients 
for a giant 
gumbo. 
About 200 horsemen start out 
at dawn, followed 
by

“ drunk wagons” and the sound 
wagon with Cajun fiddlers and

music. The 
“ drunk 
wagon" 
provides cold beer as well as 
refuge for riders who have lost 


their ability to stay in the 
saddle. 
“ Do you wish to receive the 
M ardi G ra s ?” shouts 
“ Le 
Capitain," to each farmhouse 
as his masked posse waits on 
the road. The answer always is 
“ Y e s ," and the horsemen 
thunder into the yard to dance, 
sing and chase a chicken. 
The

chicken 
is 
a 
traditional gift 
which 
the 
farmer tosses into the air. The 
riders must scramble after the 
bird, often under buildings and 
over barbed-wire 
fences, to 
catch it and wring its neck.

balance federal spending and 
incom e by 1981.

60 per cent — before Christm as. 
While he cut $300 m illion from 
the Ford defense package, the 
Carter total erf $111.9 billion 
would still be alm ost $12 billion 
higher than the current P en ta­ 
gon budget. 
In addition to cutting back 
initial developm ent of the Bl 
from eight to five planes, he 
called for slowdowns in strate­ 
gic m issiles, weapons procure­ 
ment and production of F15 
fighter jets and asked Congress 
to reduce the size of the Naval 
R eserv e by 40,000 p erson s 
“ w ithou t 
im paring 
e f fe c ­ 
tiven ess.” 
In the energy field. Carter 
rejected lon g-term resea rch 
and developm ent for nuclear 
projects in exchange for im ­ 
m ediate conservation, consum - 
er-aid and petroleum storage 
efforts.

$800 
million m ore than Ford did.
